ACCOUNT OF A BEAVER COLONY. 

It i now about twenty years since l accompa- | 
nied a trading party on a journey to Detronw— 
where we were lo stay some time to procure furs 
from the Indians. 

We had penetrated far into the interior of the | 
country, and had encamped for the might im the | 
midst of an Indian village, situated on the borders 
of a clear and swift stream, which emptied into | 
Lake Michigan. 

After we had succeeded in gaining the confi- 
dence of the Indiana, they permitted us to go, 
one at a time, and watch the operations of the 
beavers, and, notwithstanding all I heard, I 
could not but be astonished at the wonderful | 
powers sith which our Creator has endowed | 


| them. 


The river was about a hundred feet wide at | 
this place, and they had constructed across it a 
solid dam, as much as twelve feet broad at the | 
base. The Indians told us they had laboured in 
the construction of this with wonderful perse 
verance.

ANECDOTES OF THE BATTLE OF NAVARIN 

LiFe ON BOARD A MAN OF WAR.—From a 
bgok under this title published in London, and 
Misned principally to the events preceding,

Che following scene on board the Genoa, 
after the fight, 1s very forcible 

“I found sume of the men engaged in bury- 
ring Rooney, the only man killed who had a! 

Mrs. Rooney sat on the truck of | 
a gun, her face hid in her hands. As they pro- 
ceeded to put him overboard, she started up, 
and told them to stop a few minutes; she then 
went down upon her knees, and, stroking back 
hie curly hair, patted his cheek, exclaiming, 
‘Poor Jem! poor Jem!" Then clasping her 
hands together, she rose, but immediately drop- 
ped down senseless upon the deck. Four of the 
men carried her to her birth, while I Sent my 
way to my own mess. The deck was quite dark, 
save the glimmering light of « candle here and 
there, stuck in a purser’s lantern suspended 
from the battens. When I came to my birth I 
was welcomed by the whole of the mess more 
like a brother than a shipmate: but this day 
made us all brothers; feuds and animosities 
were buried in forgetfulness; and maoy who had 
entertained bitter hatred at one another would 
be seen shaking the band of friendship together. 
I took my seat, and commenced looking about 
to see if any of the old familiar faces were mies 
ing: but it was difficult to recognize my mess 
mates in the curious group of ferocious-lookmg 
banditti that surrounded me. They were ali 
dressed in shurtand trowsers, with handkerchiefs 
round their heads, and pistols and cutlasses at 
their belt. Them faces were black with smoke 
and gunpowder, and several who had been 
wounded with splinters had large plasters about 
their cheeks.—Te heighten the effect, gleams 
from the blazing Moslem vessels cast every now 
and then a red glare into the birth.

On this occasion the 
antenne of the ants discharge the same fune- 
tions as the fingers of a milk-maid: with these 
organs moved very rapidly, they pat the abdo- 
men of an aphis first on one side and then on 
the other: a little drop of the much-coveted 
juice unmediately issues forth, which the ant: 
eagerly conveys to its mouth. The milk of one 
aphis having been thus exhausted, the ant pro- 
ceeds to treat others in the same manner, until 
at length it is satiated, when it returns to its 
nest. Some species of ants go insearch of thease 
aphides on the vegetables where they feed; but 
there are others, as the yellow ant, which col- 
lect a large herd of a kind of aphis, which de- 
rives its nutriment from the roote of grass and 
other plants. These mitch kine they remove 
from their native plants and domesticate m ther 
habitations, affording, as Huber justly observes, 
an example of almost haman industry and sage 
city. On turning up the nest of the yellow ant, 
this naturalist one day saw a variety of aph 
either wandering about inthe different chambers, 
or attached to the roots of plants whieh pene- 
trated into the interior. The ante appeared to 
be extremely jealous of their siock of eattle; 
they follow them about, and caressed them, 
whenever they whished for the henied juice, 
which the aphis never refused to yield. Om the 
slightest appearance of danger they took them 
up in their mouths, and gently removed them ta 
a more sheltered and more secure spot.
